Railroad u nions have been battling 
against the open shop for some time, 
action of leading railroads, su ch as 
the Pennsylvania, in declaring an 
open shop in some lines of work, has 
led the u nions to the verge of a 
strike several times within a year. 
The shop crafts, where the open 
shop fight has been particu larly bit­ 
ter, now has a strike vote against the 
action of the railroads. However, of­ 
ficials of the shop workers’ u nion so 
far have never believed conditions 
ripe for a strike.

The Peop le’s Economy league of 
Orange county has been formed for 
the p urp ose of op p osing the p rop os­ 
ed water and p ower act that will',be 
on the ballot at the November elec­ 
tion. 
The following officers have 
con­ 
sented to serve the league and di­ 
rect the camp aign in this county : 
Freeman H. Bloodgood, p resident; 
H. C. Head, vice-p resident; W. B. 
Williams, secretary -treasurer. 
An ex ecutive committee comp osed 
of Freeman H. Bloodgood, H. C 
Head, W. B. Williams, E. B. Sp rague 
and Cly de Bishop will have charge 
of the camp aign in Santa Ana. 
A 
vice-p resident of the. county organ 
ization and two others to act with 
him as a local ex ecutive committee 
will be chosen in each community as 
the organization p rogresses. 
N. T. 
Edwards has been asked to serve 
in that cap acity in the Orange dis 
trict but has not as y et chosen his 
committeemen. 
The p arent organization 
of 
the 
Peop le’s Economy league is in Los 
Angeles, where it has in its member­ 
ship many p rominent business men,

tive of the league and the organizer 
of the local unit, has the following 
to say in regard to the p ending iB- 
sue: 
“The water and p ower act is an 
initiatory measure which 
has 
re­ 
ceived enough signatures to p lace it 
on the ballot, is a p rop osed consti­ 
tutional amendment and cannot be 
changed by the legislature if p ass­ 
ed. It p rop oses to create a commis­ 
sion of five men, to be ap p ointed by 
the governor, and at the same time 
with the p assage of the act, give 
this commission authority to issue 
one-half billion dollars 
of 
state 
bonds, to be invested in unknown 
and undefined 
hy dro-electric 
p ro­ 
jects.’’ 
“The assessed vain“ a t all p rop ­ 
erty in California, ex clusive of util­ 
ities which p ay a tax .n gross earn­ 
ings, is in round figures, four bil­ 
lion dollars. This gives authority to 
five unknown men to p lace a debt 
against that valuation of one-half 
billion or one-eightb of its value. 
“it is, in other words, a p rop osal 
that each voter sign a mortgage for 
one-eighth of the value of all the 
p rop erty he owns, and drop it in the 
ballot box , trusting that this com­ 
mission, when ap p ointed, will In­ 
vest it wisely . 
We believe that the 
p eop le, remembering 
the 
ex trava­ 
gant waste of war-time government- 
managed business p rojects and the 
ex p eriments in state socialism in 
North Dakota as well as throughout 
the world, will hesitate to show such 
confidence. 
I find a general belief 
among the p eop le that the state of 
California has enough commissions 
as it is, and that those which we now 
have are not functioning as they 
should.
